A commitment for half a mil- 


lion dollars was made this week 
by the Berkeley Bank for Co- 
operatives in behalf of the Fruit 
Growers' Supply company of 
Los Angeles, according to an 
announcement by President E. 
A. Stokdyk of the Berkeley 
bank.

This, he said, represented the larg- 


est loan made by the organization 
under his direction since its estab- 
lishment under the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration last October. 


The commitment is designed to as- 


sist in financing the operation of 
supplying box shook, wraps and 
other packinghouse supplies neces- 
sary to handle this season's citrus 
output by members of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange thru that 
cooperative's 250 associations in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona. The Fruit Grow- 
ers' Supply company is owned co- 
operatively by these associations ard 
has its own shook mills in the north- 
ern Sierra. 


"Inasmuch as the Berkeley Bank 


for Cooperatives was able to offer 
this commitment at 3 per cent," com- 
mented President Stokdyk, "I think 
the closing of this loan is significant 
of the advantages cooperation among 
agricultural producers finds in being 
able as a unit to place loans at a rate 
comparable to the best rates pre- 
vauing."

the leading feature of the day's fes- 
tivities.

As the result of a contest for 


the position of justice of the 
peace of the newly-created El 
Monte township, participated 
in by twelve candidates, Judge 
Daniel S. Sorey of the old El 
Monte township and Judge 
Thomas B. Reed of the old Co- 
vina township were nominated 
to battle for the position in the 
November finals. 


Tht townships of El Monte, Covina 


and Rowland (Puente) were consoli- 
dated by order of the board of su- 
pervisors thus summer, and Tues- 
day's primaries decided who shall 
contest for the position of justice in 
this larger area. Reed and Sorey are 
both encumbents in their old town- 
ships. Very little actual campaigning 
was done by Judge Reed, his high 
total coming as a result of sixteen 
years of service on the Covina bench 
and in the municipal courts of Los 
Angeles. Judge Sorey's commanding 
lead over all other El Monte aspir- 
ants was likewise due to his long 
service on the bench in that area. 
Friends of Judge Reed were yester- 
day expressing a belief that he would 
be a winner in November, as he has 
the promised support of several con- 
testants who were defeated in the 
primaries.

Talks Before 


Covina Lions 


Sound-range finding, a technical 


method of locating the guns of the 
enemy, and other interesting details 
of the study necessary on the part 
of American officers of the regular 
army were given to members of the 
Lions club Monday noon at the reg- 
ular luncheon in Longworth's cafe 
by Lieutenant Wilbur Nye, eldest 
son of Postmaster and Mrs. W. P. 
Nye. 
He has been in the army 


since the world-war. 


A system of microphones, attuned 


to catch and record the sound of 
enemy cannon, is used as the prin- 
cipal element in the system, Nye 
said. Spaced in a straight line across 
the front, the instruments pick up 
the sound waves and note the inter- 
val of time required for the sound 
to travel from one instrument to an- 
other. From these figures a series of 
geometrical curves are plotted, and 
the position of the gun is found at 
the place the curves converge, Nye 
explained.

Board for Fruit 


J. S. Crutchfield, president of the 


American Fruit Growers, Inc., be- 
cause of the company's widespread 
operations in all parts of the coun- 
try, was selected as one of the nine 
members of the recently-organized 
national code for the wholesale fresh 
fiuit and vegetable distribution in- 
dustry, under the agricultural ad- 
justment administration. This com- 
mittee is known as the "code auth- 
ority," and has charge of adminis- 
tering the code covering the opera- 
tions of all individuals and concerns 
engaged in the distribution of fresh 
fruits and vegetables. In the year 
1929 
the estimated total volume of 


this business was over three billion 
dollars. 


This code has been in the process 


of formation over a period of months 
and on account of the wide diversity 
of products and operations involved, 
it is one of the most complicated and 
far-reaching codes under the A.A.A. 


Mr. Crutchfield has long been as- 


sociated with trade organizations, 
and his counsel has been sought 
continuously by the authorities in 
Washington in the formation of these 
regulations. Another member of the 
committee of nine, making up the 
"code authority," is C. T. Moore, 
formerly associated with the U. S. 
department of agriculture, but who 
has been the American Fruit Grow- 
ers' representative in St. Louis dur- 
ing recent years.

COVINA STUDENT DESCRIBES 


LOST CITIES OF GUATEMALA 


Editor's Note—Writing to the members of her family in this 


valley, Miss Esther Funk, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. S. W. Funk, 
tells of her journey with the party of Dr. Edgar L. Hewett to the 
ancient ruins in Guatemala. She is making a study of archae- 
ology, and this trip was in conjunction with a group of students. 
Other articles concerning this unusual expedition are expected 
to follow in early issues of this newspaper. 


Dearest Family: 


Monday, July 30. 


Well, here we are in Guatemala 


city. The climate is wonderful and 
the city er.tremely interesting. We 
got off the boat at Port San Jose 
at 7:30 Saturday morning, and after 
paying a fee of $2 we were hoisted 
up in a swinging chair one by one 
onto a pier. We wandered about in 
the tropical verdure of the little city 
of San 3ose, thrilled by all of the 
luxuriant vegetation, mangoes, bread 
fruit trees, etc—about like Hilo. 


At 12:05 we took the train for 


.Guatemala city, seventy-five miles 
distant, climbing from sea-level to 
an elevation of 5000 feet. The scen- 
ery along the way was most gor- 
geous. You certainly would never 
know you were in the tropics up 
here on the plateau. It is much like 
the high country in New Mexico. 
High volcanoes rise in all directions. 
Only one is active now. You can 
usually see the smoke rising from 
Fuego. The city is very Spanish in 
style and extremely interesting. We 
have been seeing 
thoroughly.

Verne. Prayer-meeting Wednesday 
evening, 7:30, with Raula Snyder in 
charge.

Saturday night we called on Mar- 


garet's friend, Victoria, and again 
on Sunday we had tea there in the 
afternoon. Sunday we met a very 
interesting young man from New 
York who is a radio technician and 
is down here on contract to the 
Guatemalan government for a year. 
He is staying here at the hotel, and 
as our group all went on their own 
for the day, Margaret and I started 
out and this young man, Albert 
Bombe, acted as our personal guide 
and escorted us to all the points of 
interest 


The most interesting things in the 


city are the cemetery and the mar- 
ket places, where all the Indians 
congregate. They are very colorful. 


Yesterday in the morning Mar- 


garet and I walked up a hill called 
the "Cerrito del Carmen," on the 
top of which was a lovely old church. 
From here you get one of the most 
beautiful views of the city, with the 
volcanoes of Agua, Fuego and Acas- 
tenango rising behind in the dis- 
tance. At 11:00 we met as a group 
and went with Dr. Hewett out to the 
national museum. The most unusual 
things were a beautiful platter about 
eighteen inches in diameter, with 
little legs on it and decorated in 
lovely colors of orange, red and buff, 
with pictures of priests, monkeys 
and jaguars, and then a row o\ 
glyphs around the edge; then a vase 
about twelve inches tall, similarly 
fcrorex the. rwiris.of.a 
- 
called Waxactun; then an exquisite 
little carving of a head from jade — 
found at Quirigua. They had a very 
good collection also of the various 
arrows, spear points, cutting anc 
chiseling implements used by the 
Indian tribes, and many reproduc- 
tions of the large stelae or stone 
monuments upon which were carved 
chronological data and historical 
records. 


After lunch we went to a place 


called the Hippodrome, a sort ol 
park, in which some engineer had 
made a large outdoor relief map ol 
about an acre in extent, showing all 
the volcanoes, cities, railroads, lakes 
rivers, etc., with running water in 
the streams. It was extremely in- 
teresting. 


Then we all had to go down to 


the police station to show our pass- 
ports and say how long we were 
staying in the country. This took 
about a half hour, and then Dr 
Hewett took us all for an official cal 
on the "alcalde," or mayor, of the 
city and we were all duly introduce! 


_ 
and a date was made for our com- 
ing back to examine the origina 
manuscripts of the Spanish conquis- 
tadores who conquered this country 
from 1521-25, and which are kept ir 
the archives of the city here. 


When we finished our visit here 


and fooled around getting our pic- 
tures which we had left to be print- 
ed, it was time for dinner. I'm glac 
Jack- got me some films because 


they're fifty cents apiece down here. 
The developing and the printing is 
the same as up home, but the films 
are more. My pictures are turning 
out fine. 


Today has turned out to be the 


most interesting. After breakfast, 
before time to meet as a group, 
Margaret and I set out again. We 
went by a school and decided to step 
in. It happened that the minister of 
public education of Guatemala was 
there just then and he told us about 
most everything we wanted to 
o 
know. He spoke some English, and Azusa. 
between his English and our Span- teacher, 
inh we got "along fairly well. He is 
a fairly young man who was born 
here and then went down to Argen- 
tina and was educated and then 
came back here. They have about 
seventy schools of the elementary 
type in this city—boys and girls sep- 
arate. Then they have five high 
schools, two for girls and three for 
boys. The best school is the central 
school, or normal schools for girls 
who are studying to become teach- 
ers. The minister of education took 
us over there personally and after 
introducing us as professors from 
the U. S. A., or California, we were 
given a guide, the secretary of the 
school, and escorted about the in- 
stitution. You see the vacation down 
icre is March and April, and then 
many small ones for the holidays. 


It really was a very nice school, 


1200 students and about 125 teachers. 
We rather felt like the Queen of 
Sheba though, because every time 
we were taken into a classroom all 
of the students and the teacher rose 
as a unit and stood at attention 
while the secretary explained all 
about us. They have quite a variety 
of courses, and when we went into 
the classroom where they were 
teaching English, the teacher had 
the children all stand and they re- 
cited their lessons to us for about 
ten minutes. They said the poem, 
"All Things Bright and Beautiful," 
and gave many sentences illustrating 
points in English grammar. It was 
all very formal and really very in- 
teresting. 


They surely are courteous and po- 


lite and just do everything they can 
to make it pleasant for you. The 
school plant was quite lovely. All of 
the classrooms open out into large 
patios in which were the huge ceiba 
trees, tennis courts, basketball courts, 
etc. It was very difficult to get 
away, but we simply had to leave 
because we were supposed to meet 
the group at 11 and go to see the 
mtaister ol agsiouHiire. Margaret

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MODERNIZING HOMES . 


Each financial institution first applies to 


the Housing Administration for a contract 
under which the government "insures" its 
huilding loans up to 20 per cent. When 
this contract is issued, the bank can lend 
from $100 to $2000 to a local property 
owner to modernize his home. The bor- 
rower need put up no collateral beyond 
his own good name in the community. The 
size of his loan is limited to one-fifth of his 
income. Repayments can be made in in- 
stallments up to three years. In case of 
default the United States will pay the 
bank 20 cents on each lost dollar under 
the "insurance" contract. The maximum 
interest rate is nominally five per cent, 
which on time payments works out at 
nearly ten per cent or slightly less than 
the interest charged on most commercial 
installment loans. 


The Lost Crops of 1934— 


Rain has come to the drought-ridden middle 


west and northwest. But the crops of this 
year are a failure. Never in the history of the 
United States has such a blow fallen upon 
farmers. 


The belated rains will make possible the 


growing of some forage for cattle, and in some 
parts of the midwest a small corn-crop will 
be made. But for the most part the crops are 
wiped out. 


There is this to say of the disaster, which 


is that a few months of crop-growing weather 
next year will put the farmers back to almost 
the position they were in before, which is not 
true of an orchard country. When a major 
freeze comes to the citrus area it is several 
years before a profitable crop can be made, 
and in the meantime the groves must be cared 
for at an even greater expense than under 
normal conditions. 


The farmers of the middle west, and north 


will recover, and rapidly. One of the lessons 
learned will be that of abandoning "margin" 
lands that never were productive excepting 
when all conditions were favorable. There is 
an old saying that disaster brings its com- 
pensations—that we find a better and surer 
path to success thru adversity. We are not 
by any stretch of the imagination in a hope- 
les condition. The Israelites wandered for 
forty years in the wilderness.

Citrus Sales on Upturn— 


Paul S. Armstrong, general manager of the 


California Fruit Growers Exchange, issues a 
conservative statement that has the ring of 
truth, and reassuring atmosphere. He says: 


June and July business has shown substan- 


tial gains over the same months of 1933 and is, 
in fact, ahead of the same months for all years 
since 1930. 


Last month the Exchange sold more than 


3,250,000 boxes of citrus fruits at an f.o.b. 
California value of just under $10,000,000, 
compared with sales of 250,000,000 boxes that 
returned S5,250,000 during July, 1933. Lemons 


.—-accounted for the biggest gains ill both sales 


sreti big increases. 


For the season to July 31 the Exchange 


has sold, in round numbers, 22,000,000 boxes 
of citrus fruits, compared with 19,250.000 
boxes for the same period in the previous 
season. These sales returned to California 
$50,750,000 this year, against $36,750,000 last 
year. This is an increase of 2,750,000 boxes in 
sales and $14,000,000 in money. 


Unfortunately, this improvement has not 


been uniform thruout the season. California 
navel growers did not receive satisfactory 
prices last winter. 


Navel growers will benefit from the smaller 


American apple crop this year. Government 
figures place the apple crop at 112,000,000 
barrels, compared with 140.000,000 last year 
and a five-year average of 156,000,000 barrels. 


Heil Hitler— 


The German people, in what is declared in 


dispatches to have been a fair and secret bal- 
lot, 
sustained Adolph Hitler in his assump- 


tion of the government of the dead Hinden- 
burg by a vote of thirty-eight millions to four 
millions.

form of government a farce. The election, or 
vote of confidence given him, belies these 
stories, and leads us to reflect again that na- 
tional news cannot cross borders and be un- 
derstood.

commune. The pure Communism of Lenin 
was modified for practical reasons, and the 
modifications were toward capitalism. With 
the attempt to make capitalism and Commun- 
ism live side by side graft and favoritism 
crept in. 


But Russia's experiment is illuminating and 


thrilling to economists. Communism's suc- 
cesses are hated and feared by capitalistic 
countries, and its failures and stupidities are 
played up as revealing its utter impracticabil- 
ity. 
The truth of the great adventure lies 


somewhere between these two extremes. 
Russia is succeeding and failing, probably in 
just about the same ratio that other govern- 
ments succeed and fail. It is a government by 
human beings, and the most outstanding char- 
acteristic of human beings is stupidity.

The Covina Merchant night ball 


club proved itself worthy of ranking 
among the top-notchers in the com- 
ing Examiner soft-ball tournament 
by taking an 8-6 decision from the 
Venetian Winery team on the local 
diamond Tuesday night. The Mer- 
chants held a lead of at least two 
runs thruout the game, and until 
the fifth frame they maintained a 
six-tally lead. 


Much of the entertainment was 


due to the fact that the visitors dis- 
agreed with decisions of Umpire 
Boots frequently, and some heated 
arguments were witnessed by the 
fans. One of the worded discussions 
bordered on the edge of a fisticuff; 
however, after eyeing the umpire's 
big muscles the Venetian enthusiast 
used his better judgment and de- 
cided that Mr. Boots was doing his 
best to be fair and square with both 
teams. 


The Merchants had control of the
